Since tooth decay is so previat~ 
lent, the possibility of prevent 
ing, it by this method has been 
given much study. 

Jt has been shown definitely 
that children living where 
drinking water contains — more 
than one part per million of 
fuerides have fewer decayed 
teeth than those in cities where 
the fluoride content of th: water 
Is low. 


Rate of Decay 


For example, the tate of de- 
eny in one community , where 
the water had a sizable fluoride 
content was 246, as against 722 
in g community, where the 
water contained ‘no fluorides, 
or almost three times as great. 
Thus it would seem heipful in 
the protection of the tecth to 
be assured of drinking water
